Winnipeg—The Canadian Council 
of Agriculture, which has been in ses- 
sion here, concluded its business by 
anhounciig to the public its decision 
to enter the field of Dominion poli- 


_presentatives of the farmer organiza- 
tiohs of three prairie provinces and 
Ontario, for the purpose of the co- 
ordination of effort to sectire the el€c- 
tion to the federal parliament of sup- 
porters of the new. national policy of 
the council.
